The  Department  continued  its  efforts  to  secure 
immunisation  against  diphtheria  of  all  children  residing  in  the  area,  with 
a  certain  amount  of  success* 


The  Council  with  the  co-operation  of  the  practitioners 
in  the  area,  inaugurated  a  scheme  whereby  free  immunisation  was  available 
from  the  family  doctor  and  this  scheme  has  helped  greatly*  Much  assistance 
in  bringing  the  facilities  available  to  the  notico  of  parents  was  also 
obtained  from  head  teachers,  district  nurses  end  the  Womens  Voluntary  Service* 
These  efforts  resulting  in  181  children  undor  five  years  of  ago  and  474 
children  5-15  years  completing  coursos  of  diphtheria  prophyllaotic  during 
the  year,  a  total  of  655*  If  the  averago  number  of  children  Tinder  1 5  years 
residing  in  tho  District  is  taken  os  3#  500,  approximately  one  sixth  were 
presumably  immunised* 

Only  one  cose  of  diphtheria  occurred  in  a  child  under 
15  years  of  ago  and  this  child  had  not  received  cny  injoctians  of 
prophyllactic* 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  it  was  estimated  that  34/3  of 
the  children  under  5  years  had  received  courses  of  prophyllactic  and  1+Qfo 
of  those  aged  5-15  years*  Whilst  tho  percentage  figures  ore  an  improvement, 
they  cannot  bo  regarded  as  satisfactory  -  at  tho  minimum  8C^  in  both  groups 
should  bo  the  aim*  It  is  doubtful  if  any  higher  figure  con  bo  obtained 
under  the  voluntary  system* 


Author  feature  of  the  present  unsatisfactory  position 
is  that  the  proportion  of  children  under  school  age  who  arc  immunised  is 
lower  than  that  for  children  of  school  ago*  Jn  connection  with  this  it 
must  be  remembered  that  diphtheria  is  more  likely  to  be  fatal  in  children 
undor  5  years  of  age  than  in  the  older  cliildrcn* 


SCABIES 

That  scabies  occurred  more  frequently  amongst  tho 
residents  during  1942  than  in  those  years  immediately  preceding  the  War, 
is  shown  by  the  fact  that  17  cases  were  brought  to  tho  notice  of  tho 
Deportment*  As  the  disease  is  not  notifiable,  this  figure  probably  under¬ 
states  tho  facts*

Tuberculosis : 

At  the  end  of  1  941  there  were  3 6  cases  of 
tuberculosis  on  the  Register,  2 6  pulmonary  and  10  ncn-pulmonary#  During 
the  year  1942,  11  cases  were  added  -  9  pulmonary  and  2  n on-pulmonary « 
Ten  cases  were  removed  from  the  register  during  the  year  -  9  pulmonary 
1  nan-pulmonary,  and  on  the  31st*  December,  1942,  37  cases  remained  on 
the  register  2 6  pulmonary  and  11  n on-pulmonary#
